SILLY SUPERSTITIONS. 


fancies Concerning Bees Prevailing In 


Muny Parts of England. 


It is amusing to'note the supersti- 


tions and fancies concerning bees that 
have existed at different times, some 
of which still have their faithful ad- 
herents in rural places. There is in 
Lincolnshire, Essex and Cornwall, in 
England, a superstition that bees 
desert a hive on the occasion of a 
death in the family, unless informed of 
it by rapping on the hive. The belief 
that hives should 
bo wrapped in 


mourning is current in Lincolnshire. 
In Northampton the entrance of a bee 
into a cottage is deemed a certain sign 
ot death, and if a swarm of boos alight 
on a dead tree, or a branch of a tree, 
there will be death within a year. In 
Yorkshire there is a custom of in- 
viting bees w> the funeral. -These wore 
doubtless originated from an observa- 
tion of the fact that bees are attracted 
by the scent of fresh varnish working 
on superstitions minds. It is said by 
sonic that boos will never live in n 
quarrelsome family. 
What a blessing 


if among bee-keepers such an idea 
would quell all rising feelings of tlif- 
foronco in the family. Some think they 
will thrfVo if stolen; while in other 
places it is considered unlucky to pur- 
chase bees; that the only way to got 
thorn is to have them given, catch n 
wild swarm, or to steal them. Acting 
on this silly superstition, we have 
known good people to go to a neigh- 
bor's house, take a hive of bees 
without his knowledge, and leave 
in 
payment 
some 
other 
goods, 


thinking that ill-luck would follow 
thorn if money be paid. In this 
superstition there ia a shade of truth. 
Among such people bees are got from 
their nearest neighbors in sununer, 
when bees are flying freely, and car- 
ried quietly home. Of course, the old 
bees return to the old stand the next 
day, and the removed hive is unlucky, 
because weak in bees for some timo 
till it can recuperate. If the colony 
has already swarmed, as ia often the 
case, tho ^remaining bees are too few 
to build it up into a good swarm that 
season. Tho observation of results 
without a knowledge ol tho cause or 
the. method of preventing it, gavo rise 
to the superstition in minds already 
inclined thereto.—Bee-Keeper's Maga- 
eine.

BEBTII. FIELD IS SHOOT- 


ING MISS FLORENCE 


KILPATBICK. 


Brave Capture of tbe Assailant by 


F. M. Moore at the MuzEle 


of a Bbotgun. 


PAimcULAHS OF THE SENSATIONAL 


AFFAIK. 


Talk with the Prisoner—His Letters. 


Sunday morning at 8 o'clock a shock- 


ing tragedy, which lays all others in the 
ehada for desperate boldness, was enacted 
at the residence of Francis M. Moore, a 
tenant on the Fenton farm, 8}£ miles 
west of Harristown and 1J^ miles from 
Niantic. It was the shooting of Miss 
Florence Kilpatrick, a young girl of 17i 
with intent to murder, by Albert M. 
Field, a young man of 22, whose mother 
resides on East Marietta street, this city. 
The young woman had made her home 
with the Moore family for seven years 
and was a domestic. Her mother is Mrs. 
Alexander Metlin, the wife 9f an old and 
well-known resident of this county, who 
lives 2% miles northwest of Decatur 
Miss Kilpatrick wns shot twice by Field( 
who confesses his guilt and appears in- 
different as to his fate. 


THE PARTICULARS. 


Young Field was brought to Decatnr 


Sunday forenoon at 11 o'clock at the 
point of a shotgun by Mr. Moore, who 
bad captured him alone after a hot chase 
of three miles along the road. Mr. Moore 
gives the following particulars ot the 
tragedy. He states that he has known 
Field for about two years. He first 
leard of him when he came to his neigh- 
borhood as a farm hand, doing some work 
lor John Adams, James Delaney and 
others. Shortly afterward Mr. Moore 
lired Field and he worked for him until 
.ast fall when he came to Deoatur. 
Field began paying attentions to Miss 
Kilpatnok, and on July 4, 1887, he took 
ler to Springfield, going with another 
oouple. They went on the train. Occa- 
sionally they would go buggy-riding. 
?or some cauEe unknown to Mr. Moore 
;he mother of the girl, Mrs. Metlin, did 
not like Field, and it was her command 
ihat he should ceaso paying attention to 
ler daughter. She requested the Moores 
;o keep the couple apart, and in obe- 
dience to the wishes of the mother Field 
was treated coldly, Mrs, Moore on one 
occasion forbidding him to come near the 
louse. During his earlier courtship rl is 
represented that Field neglected his 
Work on the farm and made a nuisance 
of himself by lounging about in the 
sitchen spooning with the young woman, 
who it is alleged was not particularly 
struck with him. But Field wns not to 
30 bluffed or driven from his purpose— 
-hut of winning tha affections of Florence 
and ultimately making her his wife. Af- 
ter coming to Decatur he wrote letters to 
Florence and at intervals made attempts 
o visit her at the Moore place. He was 
here two weeks ago and had an unsatis- 
actory conference with her, but accord- 
ng to his version he believes the Moores 
and Wm. Lawton poisoned the mind of 


young lady and her mother against 


um by tolling falsehoods, these stories 
>emg the alleged cause of the estrange- 
ment and separation. 


THE SHOOTING. 


Sunday morning early Field drove out 


o the Moore plaea in his road cart, 
arriving there, a distance of 10 miles, 
hortly before 8 o'clock. He found Mr. 
tfoore in his barn lot Borne distance from 
he house, which is a two-story dwelling, 
rhe occupants being Mr. Moore, his wife, 
ittle daughter and mother and Miss Kil- 
latnck. Field had a talk with Moore 
and said he had come out to ask Miss 
Cilpatrick if she would go with him in 
he road cart to the prohibition camp- 
meeting at Decatur. Moore said he 
lidn't believe Florence would go, but 
ihat Field might ask her. Moore con- 
iinued at his work about the barn and 
Tield wont to the house 
It had been 


;nown to Moore that Field carried a 
revolver, but he didn't dream that ho 
would do harm to the girl. Ho had 


reater fear of bodily harm to himself 
jeeause he believed that Field felt sore 
,owards him. Field didn't stay long at 
;he house, not more than five minutes, 
tfoore saw him return to the road and 
drive off in the cart toward Deeatur. 
A.bout 20 minutes later Moore heard two 
pistol shots fired at the house in rapid 
succession. He was greatly startled and 
seheving that Field had shot Miss Kil- 
satriok and his wife, hurried to the dwell- 
ng but found no one in sight. Going 
up-stairs he was met at the door ot the 
room by Miss Kilpatrick who had been 
shot twice, and had risen from a bed, 
jhrowmg herself into the arms of Moore, 
declaring "Oh, Mr. Moore, I feel so weak. 
Albert shot me." Mrs. Moore was in the 
room and was very much excited. She 
was unhurt. The wounded girl was laid 
upon the bed. Learning that Miss Kil- 
patrick had been down in the yard near 
the house washing milk pans and that 
Field had driven down the road 300 
yards, where he hitched his horse to the 
fence, and then sneaked back to the 
house to fire the murderous shots at the 
defenseless woman, Mr. Moore at once 
took down his double-barrel shotgun and 
started off in pursuit of the assassin. In 
the meantime Thomas Gasaway arrived 
at the house and Mrs. Moore and Gasa- 
way tried to prevent Moore going after 
Field, both trying to take the gun away 
from him. But Moore had resolved to 
give chase and saddling a horse he lit out 
up the road alone and scon came in sight 
of Field who was driving his horse at a 
gallop toward Harristown. Moore could 
travel faster and soon came within gun- 
shot of the fleeing young man, who slack- 
ened his speed and stopped in the mid- 
dle of the road when he saw Moore get 
off his horse and level the gun at him. 
Field made an effort to draw his revolver 


He said to Moore: "It rfiu knew 
bow much I 
lore Florence, yon 


would not blame ma," adding that he also 
intended to kill himself after he had 
seen hie mother. Without farther par- 
leying Moore ;told Field to drive on 
ahead, and following close behind on his 
horse with the shot gun cooked ready for 
instant use, the plucky fanner brought 
his prisoner to Deoatur, a distance ol 
eight miles, and placed him in custody of 
Sheriff Mauzy, At the jail Moore had 
his gun in position, seeing that Field 
walked into the jail through the yard 
and even followed him to the inner door 
of the prison. Field had nothing to 
say when searched by Joe Mauzy and 
Bob Foster, except that he wanted his 
tobacco and a gold ring he had in his 
pooketbook; but when Joe told him that 
if the ring was stolen from him in prison 
by his associates it would be his own 
loss, the ring was left outside to be taken 
care of by the sheriff. It is doubtful if 
Field will ever have any use for it. 


THE WOUNDS. 


Miss Kilpatrick is not thought to be 


fatally wounded, though the bullets were 
fired to kill. She was immediately at- 
tended by Drs, Lee and Collins, of Nian- 
tic, who upon examination found that 
Florence had been shot below the right 
nipple,l,he bullet striking a rib and pass- 
ing around her right side to within an 
inch and a halt of the spine at the 
back. The bullet was removed. The 
other wound was in the head, the bullet 
striking just above and back of the left 
ear, ploughing deep to the skull a dis- 
tance of three inches and glancing off, 
striking a tree near where the shooting 
occurred. 
The wound in the head is 


considered the more serious, as there is 
danger of concussion of the brain. It 
will be [.eight or nine days before the 
young lady is ont of danger. She was 
in great pain last evening and to-day, 
but physicians are attending her faith- 
fully and she is receiving the best of 
attention. She is a strong, robust girl 
and may pull through. 


MISB KILPATBIOK'a STATEMENT. 


State's Attorney Mills, accompanied 


by Marshal Mason, visited the Moore 
place Sunday afternoon and got back at 
eight o'clock. He went down to secure 
her dying statement, but found that her 
story of the shooting had already been 
reduced to writing; but as she then said 
she hoped to recover, of course it will not 
stand as a lawful dying statement, unless 
there is a reofflrmation to that effect, 
made in case she feels that she is going 
to die. The statement is at the Moore 
place ready to be used in case of the ap- 
proach of death, Mr. Mills having ar- 
ranged it for such an emergency. Miss. 
Kilpatrick states that Field came from 
the barn to the house where she was at 
work and asked her to go with him to 
Decatur to attend the camp meeung. 
' I told him I couldn't, and wouldn't go 
with him, and that he should go away; 
;hat I didn't want to have anything more 
;o do with him; and, if he didn't let me 
alone, I would put him where he would 
not bother me. He began to discuss the 
matter with me, and charged Mr. and 
Mrs. Moore und Wm. Lawton with tell- 
ing stories about him, I told him they 
iad not. Then he said he would go off 
and settle it with William Lawton. He 
;hen went away," (and as was subse- 
quently learned, drove past the Lawton 
louse-several times, going as far as Nian- 
;io and fastening his horse to the fence, 
and returning to the Moore dwelling, 
where he found Miss Kilpatrick at work 
with the milk pan and crocks}. Contin- 
uing Miss Kilpatnok states: "When he 
came back the second time I was startled. 
3.e asked me again to come to Decatur 
with him; I again refused, and started 
off to tbe pig pen with a pan of milk to 
empty, and Fields went along. He kept 
.alking all the time. Coming bock he 
said. 'This affair has to be settled, and 
n only one way.' I said, ' What are you 
going to do?' 
He didn't answer, but 


took me by the right hand, at the same 
ime pulling out a pistol. I instinctively 
leld the empty pan over my heart, and 
;ried to jerk away from him. He fired, 
;he bullet striking me in my left breast; 
[ then broke away and ran. the second 
inllet striking mo in the back of the 
lead. I ran up stairs to Mrs. Moore's 
room, and soon after Mr. Bloore came in. 
[ didn't stop to see What became of 
Field." 


nE FLED, 


The first act of Field was to flee from 


ihe ecene of his cowardly deed. The 
way he was promptly caught has already 
seen related, 


A WITNESS. 


There was a witness of the tragedy,

FIELD SUIiIiEN AND GLUM. 


This forenoon the REPUBLICAN reporter

At first he had nothing to 
say, and indicated that he had written 
out a statement Sunday that the reporter 
could have. He did say that people lied 
to Miss Kilpatrick about him, saying 
that he had said she was an immoral girl. 
He denied ever saying anything of the 
kind, and said if people had kept quiet 
there would have been no trouble. 


Evidently Field believed yesterday 


that his victim was dead. He was in the 
dumps and quite nervous. 


HIS LETTERS. 


He wrote two statements, one to his 


mother and one to the public. They are 
given below.

Dear Mother. My dear one Is dead, and I ex- 
pect a mob will be here to-night. Bear this all 
the best you can, for God la with me and you all, 
and all my hope Is in meeting you in a better 
iand,whero no sorrow ever enters there.

STRAY NOTES. 


The revolver and knife taken from 


Field are in the custody of the sheriff. 
The revolver is a Smith & Wesson five- 
ahooter, 32 calibre, and there are three 
cartridges left in the chamber. 


Miss Kilpatrick wante Field, strung 


up, or kept in prison for life.' She is 
afraid if he gets out of jail he will kill 
her. 


Last March he said he would kill her 


if she didn't marry him. 
Parties at Harnstown say they heard 


Field declare in Deoatur when Barnum's 
show was here that he would kill Flor- 
ence and Moore. 


Field has been an industrious and 


frugal young man. While working for 
Moore lie saved money enough to bny a 
team and wagon. He has been in the 
employ of Thos. Keardon, owner ot the 
sand bank on South Franklin street, and 
has also worked for Michael Cavanangh, 
northwest of the city. He is of medium 
height, florid complexion and has a deter- 
mined look. 


After he was placed in jail he sent for 


his mother. Dressed in deep mourning 
she came to the jail as soon as possible, 
accompanied by her daughter and a 
youthful son. 


It is a plain case of deliberate attempt 


to murder, and Field will be dealt with 
accordingly. Should Miss Kilpatriok re- 
cover, the prisoner should be given the 
limit of the law, which unfortunately is 
not more than fourteen years in the pen- 
itentiary. 


Mr. Moore asserts that he has had his 


eye on Field ever since last fall; that ha 
knew he carried a revolver and might 
use it, and that when Florence came to 
Decatur she always avoided coming in 
contact with Fields by hiding in stores 
when he was in sight. 


Thomas Beardou states that when 


Field worked for him, he talked about 
doing harm to somebody near Harris- 
town, and afterward boasted how skill- 
fully he conld handle a revolver. 


All day Sunday 215 to 40 people were 


at the Moore place discussing the tragedy 
and the brave act of the courageous far- 
mer in capturing the assailant. The people 
kept coming, coming and going, until a 
late hour. Had the wounds inflicted 
proved fatal, no doubt an a ttempt would 
have been mode to lynch Fields. The 
feeling was at white heat for a while.

remains until little excrescences or 
babblings along tho line of juncture 
indicate that it is done, when it is 
taken out and left to cool, after which 
it is placed between rolls of different 
weights.

furnace it was a thick piece of com- 
bination metal; it loaves the rolls a 
thin, long, smokey-like string of plate, 
fifty to sovonty-fwo foet in length. 
This is then tempered or annealed 
over flaming gas jets, after which it is 
rubbed, cut into strips, and sent to 
the stampers, where it is pressed into 
various designs, and then cut and 
trimmed, anil, after various manipula- 
tions, comes into tho salesroom ready 
for the markets of tho world. 


The markets of the world are sup- 


plied from Pforzheim with "Parisian" 
jewelry. 
"It was an interesting sup- 


plement to a study in ethnology to 
study tho different designs intended to 
meet the tastes of people at so many 
different parts of the earth. Here, as
